THE LATE PRESIDENT LINCOLN. 


Tw the number of the Revue des deux Mondes just issued appears 
an interesting article on President Lincolg. The writer is M. 
Auguste Langel whose pen has often, and never without profit to 
his readers, contributed to the same periodicol. M. Lange! paid a 
visit to Weshington some months ago, and had several ор 

ties of seeing the late President in private as well as public. He 
gives mach information on the condition of the United States when 
the war broke out, and on the career of Mr. Lincoln before and 
after his elevation to the Presidency; but the most attractive pas- 
enges are those which are of a personel cheracter. The following 
scene, for instance, is graphically sketched :— 

“ í Qome and see St. Louis under the oaks of Vincennes,’ said my 
friend Charles Sumner one day to me. He told me that the Prest- 
dent opened once a week, no matter how pressing his oocupa- 
tione, his cabinet to all who desired to address a petition or а 
claim to him.

That the Franco-Austrian adventure in Mexico may be 
seriously endangered by the help which the President of that 
country is likely to get from the United States, and which he may 
get in ways which will give the Emperor of the French no right to 
remonstrate with President Johnson, is most likely; but the whole 
undertaking was from the first so clandestine and speculative that 
it invites attack; and it has also from the first showed so many 
symptoms of the weakness of its origin that no disaster that could 
befal it would excite surprise.
